U.Mass Trip Highlights 
Pierce School Art Week

A field trip to the Arts 
Extension Service on the 
campus of the University of 
Massachusetts Thursday, 
May 1, capped off an in¬ 
teresting and educational 
three-day art program held 
April 30 - May 2 for pupils 
attending Pierce School in 
Feeding Hills.

“We watched the people at 
the Arts Extension 
Service blow glass in their 
glass studios, then we went 
over to the ceramics room 
and watched them making 
pottery,” Mrs. Skolnick 
related. “It was just a

The students also visited 
the foundry and had a 
chance to talk with artists 
during the tour. 

“We were given an informal 
tour of the UMass campus as 


an added bonus,” Mrs. 
Skolnick said. A picnic lunch 
helped make the children’s 
day complete. 

Besides the UMass field 
trip, Pierce School fourth 
graders visited the 
Springfield Museum of Fine 
Arts on Wednesday, April 30 
with Elementary School Art 
Teacher Margorie Sherman.

“Pierce School is going to 
have more of this type of 
thing,” Mrs. Skolnick 
reported.

chief John A. Logan of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, issued a general order designating 
the 30th of May "for the purpose of strewing 
with flowers or otherwise decorating the 
graves of comrades who died in defense of 
their country during the late rebellion."

Constitutional Convention II 

On Wednesday the House chamber took on 
an unusual note of elegance as many 
legislators sported white carnations as 
symbols of support for the equal rights 
amendment to the state constitution. The 
flowers were handed out by women who filled 
the galleries and swarmed through the halls 
urging their representatives to vote in favor 
of this amendment to provide that equality of 
rights under the law shall not be abridged on 
the basis of sex, race, color, creed or national 
origin. The emphasis this Wednesday was, of 
course, on sex. 

There was a move to postpone con¬ 
sideration until next year, to give time for 
study of the impact of the amendment on 
some 300 state laws. This would not actually 
slow the constitutional process, because next 
year the same elected members would be 
voting, and a constitutional amendment must 
be voted on by two separate legislatures 
before it goes on the ballot.

But this move for delay was defeated by a 
97-175 vote. 

After more debate, the amendment itself 
was approved by a 217-55 vote. 


Throughout the two hours of debate, Mrs. 
Dukakis, the Governor’s wife, who has 
worked actively for passage of the ame¬ 
ndment, watched the proceedings from the 
public gallery. 

She fared much better than her husband, 
one of whose pet projects, the abolition of the 
Governor’s Council, was stopped cold by the 
convention. 

This is only the latest of several failed 
attempts over the past 200 years to abolish the 
Council, a body that was the original upper 
house in the days of Royal governors. 

The King of England has lost his place in 
the scheme of Massachusetts government, 
but the Council has remained, and we are one 
of only three states retaining such a body. 


Shorn of many of its former powers by a 
1964 constitutional change, the 8 member 
Council’s principal functions are the con¬ 
firmation of judges and some court personnel 
and quasi-judicial commissioners who have 
been nominated by the governor. In addition 
it certifies elections, confirms pardons, and 
checks certain state payments. 

The Governor has created by executive 
order a judicial screening committee, and he 
and other pro-abolitionists see the Council as 
a superfluous appendage on state govern¬ 
ment. They claim that the popularly elected 
body has little visibility, that most people 
don’t know or care who their councillor is, 
and that there are few serious elective 
challenges to incumbents. 

While strenuous lobbying by councillors 
and smoldering resentment of the Governor 
within his own party undoubtedly played a 
part in the 103-166 vote defeat of the proposal, 
the main legitimate concern was the need for 


some kind of confirming check on a gover¬ 
nor’s appointments. Governor Dukakis, after 
all, appointed his own screening committee, 
and the committee has no statutory per¬ 
manence. 

The Judiciary Committee had a proposal 
to set up a special standing legislative 
committee, but the potential for political 
trade-offs — a criticism of the present system 
— of such a body would hardly seem to be an 
improvement. 

Apparently primarily concerned with 
abolishing his Council rather than viable 
alternatives, the Governor cast about for 
different plans, finally coming up with a 
reasonable plan giving the entire legislature 
veto power over objectionable appointments. 
Still there were loose ends, such as ap¬ 
pointments when the legislature was out of 
session. 

In any case, the Governor’s Council has 
escaped the axe again.

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U.S. Navy: New Horizons In Health Care 


The world of medicine 
must constantly improve 
itself to meet new challenges 
and to provide new op¬ 
portunities. With advances 
in medical health care 
personnel are needed to 
meet the growing need for 
their services. 

The U. S. Navy is doing 
something about that.

The new generation of 
Hospital Corps health care 
technicians will work more 
closely than before with 
Navy doctors, dentists and 
nurses, and will be given 
much more responsibility 
for patient-care than they 
have had in the past. 

Highly motivated per- 
so ’el can, during their 
enlistment, qualify to 


become physicians’ 
assistants, specialize in 
laboratory analyses, and for 
those who demonstrate the 
capability and perseverence 
to succeed, qualify for ad¬ 
vanced training and even¬ 
tual commission as a Navy 
officer. 

The Hospital Corps is one 
of the largest and oldest 
communities of specialists in 
the Navy. Growing since 
1902, the Corps today 
numbers approximately 
24,000 men and women, 
stationed at Navy medical 
and teaching centers, 
hospitals and dispensaries 
as well as at other Navy 
activities throughout this 
country. They also serve in 
sickbays aboard hundreds of 
Navy ships, with the Fleet 
Marine Force at sea and in 
the field, and at U. S. Navy 
bases overseas. 

Hospital Corps recruits 
start their career like all 
other Navy enlisted per¬ 
sonnel, attending ap¬ 


proximately nine weeks of 
military training at one of 
three basic training 
facilities. (Women receive 
basic training only at 
Orlando, Florida.) 

Upon completion of basic 
training, the neophyte 
sailors receive a leave 
period to enable them to 
return to their homes and 
visit their family and 
friends, and then a period of 
active duty until their class 
begins at one of the Navy’s 
two Hospital Corps schools. 

While attending school, the 
corpsman and corpswoman 
receive training in such 
curriculum as the principles 
and techniques of patient 
care, first aid and 
emergency procedures, 
preventative medicine, 
materia medica (use of 
drugs in medicine) and 
medical mathematics. 

The successful completion 
of Hospital Corps training is 
the first necessary step 
before assignment ashore or 


afloat, at home or overseas. 
New graduates generally 
are assigned either to a large 
ship, a Navy hospital or an 
activity with in-patient 
capabilities. 

Wherever the duty 
assignment may be, the 
graduate can expect to 
spend the next nine to 12 
mon ths perfecting 
techniques of patient care 
and qualifying to attend an 
advanced school. 

There are more than 30 
advanced Navy Hospital 
schools with openings 
available to those with the 
necessary qualifications and 
a desire to continue in a 
specialized medical field. 
The advanced schools last 
from four to 52 weeks in 
duration. Some of them 
cover nuclear submarine 
medicine, field medical 
services, aerospace 
medicine, cardiopulmonary 
training, electroencephalog¬ 
raphy training, neuropsychi¬ 
atry training and physical 


and occupational therapy 
training. 

Also included is training in 
urology, dermatology, 
clinical nuclear medicine, 
ocular treatment and care, 
otolaryngology instruction 
and more. 

Highly motivated mem¬ 
bers of the Navy’s Hospital 
Corps can become com¬ 
missioned officers as nurses 
through the Navy Enlisted 
Nursing Education Program 
(NENEP) which offers 
outstanding Hospital Corps 
petty officers up to four 
years of schooling in an 
accredited college nursing 
program leading to a bac¬ 
calaureate degree in nur¬ 
sing. There is the Navy 
Enlisted Dietetic Education 
Program (NEDEP) which 
leads to a baccalaureate 
degree in Medical Dietetics 
at an accredited college. 

Navy Hospital Corps 
personnel can qualify as 
practical nurses, as 
physicians’ assistants and 


eventually to a career as a 
physician in the Navy. The 
route lies first through 
Hospital Corps School, then 
through physicians’ 
assistant training. 

A PA certificate can 
qualify an applicant for a 
Medical Corps Scholarship 
of three or four years, 
providing he or she meets 
other admission 
requirements at an ac- 
crotited medical school. 


The Navy Hospital Corps 
consists of enlisted men and 
women specially educated 
and dedicated to helping 
others in need of medical 
care. As inidividuals, they 
tend to excell at inter¬ 
personal relationships in 
situations where they can be 
of assistance. They are the 
sort of people who volunteer 
their services, often at the 
cost of personal con¬ 
venience, for the sake of 
others with a greater need. 
Navy hospital corpsmen and 
corpswomen are people who 
care.

Q. How can I learn to care for my invalid father 
at home? 

A. The Red Cross offers a Home Nursing course 
that teaches how to care for a bedridden per¬ 
son at home. Some of the topics covered are 
how to make a bed with a person in it, how 
to give a bed bath, how to prevent bed sores, 
and how to make a back rest and other items 
from cardboard boxes. 

Q. We are expecting a new baby in the family. 
How can we learn what to do? 

A. The Red Cross expectant parents course 
teaches how to prepare for labor and delivery 
and includes important information on the 
first year of baby’s life, including how to 
diaper and bathe a baby. Your pediatrician, of 
course, can answer any medical questions you 
may have. 

Q. I feel that 1 am entitled to increased Veterans’ 
Administration benefits, but I don’t know how 
to obtain them. Can you help? 

A. The Red Cross can help with forms and pro¬ 
cedures and will work with you in presenting 
your case to the Veterans’ Administration. 
Last year, Red Cross workers assisted 103,- 
345 veterans and their families in presenting 
239,674 claims for benefits. Contact your local 
Red Cross chapter for assistance. 

Q. Why didn’t the Red Cross grant me emergency 
leave from the military? 

A. The Red Cross does not have the authority to 
grant or deny leave. Red Cross workers at 
military bases in the United States and over¬ 


seas may obtain verified information regard¬ 
ing illness, death, or other emergencies involv¬ 
ing a service member’s family and share it 
with the service member and a commanding 
officer. Only a military commander may grant 
leave and the decision will be influenced by 
the effect of leave on the military mission, as 
well as by the service member’s desires and 
the family situation. 

Q. I was separated from members of my family 
in Europe during World War II. Do you know 
of any way to locate them after so many 
years? 

A. The American National Red Cross works 
through the International Committee of the 
Red Cross and its Central Tracing Agency in 
Geneva, Switzerland. The tracing agency has 
files on 47 million persons affected by wars 
since the 1870-71 Franco-Prussian War. Dur¬ 
ing 1973, more than 15 million messages were 
transmitted to and from all continents of the 
world. 

Q. My neighbor, who was hospitalized recently, 
said he had to pay for blood that came from 
the Red Cross. Is this true? 

A. The Red Cross recovers most of the costs for 
collecting, processing, and distributing blood 
by passing along such costs to hospitals that 
transfuse the blood. The hospitals, in turn, 
often pass these costs on to the patient who 
receives the blood, but the Red Cross does 
not sell blood.

Wesson Memorial Hospital Starts 
Million Dollar Campaign 


Wesson Memorial Hospital 
has announced a drive to 
raise $1 million over the next 
five years to improve patient 
care by increasing its en¬ 
dowment fund. 

Wesson Memorial Hospital 
Chairman Maurice N. Katz 
said the money raised would 
be used “to develop con¬ 
tinuing income to be applied 
to maintaining the hospital’s 
deserved reputation for 
excellence in patient care.” 

He said the hospital 
operates on a budget of 
nearly $20 million, but only a 
few hundred thousand of that 
total now comes from en¬ 
dowment income. 

“By increasing our en¬ 
dowment income we may 
continue to provide the best 
in personnel, equipment and 
facilities, for our patients, 
and medical staff, and at the 
same time keep patient 
charges as low as possible,” 
Mr. Katz said. 

Fund-raising plans call for 


a number of events to be 
tied in with the observance 
of the hospital’s 75th an¬ 
niversary, which is taking 
place this year. 

The hospital was founded 
in 1900 when Daniel Bard 
Wesson donated his family 
residence on High Street to 
Dr. John H. Carmichael to 
establish a hospital for his 
patients. 

In 1906 the familiar gray 
granite building at 140 High 
Street was built, increasing 
the hospital’s original bed 
capacity from 24 to 36. By 
the late 1950’s bed capacity 
had reached 264 where it 
remained until 1971 when the 
new hospital opened with 364 
beds. 

Wesson Memorial Hospital 
is a hospital with strong 
emphasis on the care and 
treatment of patients. In 
keeping with this, the 
hospital has introduced a 
number of “firsts”. Among 
these are: 


During World War II Civil 
Defense authorities 
designated Wesson Meorial 
as the city’s first blood bank 
and penicillin depot. 

Followed three years later 
with the first nuclear 
medicine department in the 
city. 

More recently 
Springfield’s first cardiac 
intensive care unit for heart 
victims was opened in 1967. 

Wesson Memorial added 
the first full-time medical 
physicist to its staff in 1969 to 
oversee the burgeoning 
diagnostic and therapeutic 
facilities. 

The medical care 
evaluation program in 
Western Massachusetts was 
undertaken in 1973. 

A year later Wesson 
Memorial instituted the 
city’s first orthopedic 
residency program. 

Wesson Memorial Hospital 
has been a leader in out¬ 
patient care since 1963 when 


it established one of the 
nation’s first fully staffed, 
24-hour Emergency Service. 
Some 100,000 patients are 
expecte to use its Outpatient 
Medical Service, including 
tumor treatment facilities, 
Emergency Service, and 
Neighborhood Health Center 
during 1975. 

For the past two years 
persons were tested for the 


Wesson Memorial has 
sponsored free detection 
clinics for diabetes, 
hypertension and lazy eye, 
or amblyopia, in order to 
stress the importance of 
early detection of disease. 

In 1971 Wesson Memorial 
was the first hospital to 
conduct massive, free sickle¬ 
cell anemia testing when 500
